if poultrymen and farmers generally 
throughout the state would give heed 
to the Importance of breeding laying 
qualities into their flocks. In mongrel 
flocks, the ituroduitlon of male birds 
of good strain resulta in com parative­ 
ly short time, in hens that are prae* 
tieally standard bred, although u .t 
eligible to segistrntlon. However even 
in flocks of good strain it is import­ 
ant that the poujtryman be on the 
lookout to select the best birds from 
his own flock for breeding purposes. 
Good Male Bird Neeeasary. 
* According to T. S. Townsley of the 
Missouri 
Agricultural 
Experiment 
Station, 
high 
egg 
production 
is 
thought to be a characteristic passed 
from a high laying hen to her son 
and then through the male to hei 
granddaughters, rather than 
being 
passed on to 
her 
daughters.

means that the males used to head the 
flock should be sons of high-laying 
hens. The best layers of the flock, as 
determined by trapneating and accu­ 
rate records, should be set aside for 
breeding purposes. The rooster used 
for m ating should, if possible, have' a 
pedigree showing that his mother has 
a trapñest record of more than 2 0 0 
eggs In one year.

"There appears ta be a misunder­ 
standing as to the amount of incom e 
tax imposed upon corporations by the 
revenue act of 1924. Your attention is 
directed to the fact that under the 
provisions of Section 280 of the act 
Die income tax on corporations is 12 
v-2 per cent which is the sam e rate of 
ta x applicable for the taxabtt 
year 
1928. Corporations, therefore, are not 
permitted to take as a credit aay re* 
ductlon in tax for 1 he payment due 
June 15, or any subsequent install­ 
ment date. The credit of 25 per cent 
•is limited to individuals, and fiducia­ 
ries who are required to file returns 
ion Forms 1040 or 1040A.
